Earl Albritton, son of the man al­ 
leged to have been drowned, is being 
sought on a charge of perjury in 
connection with his testimony regard­ 
ing his father's alleged death. Dish- 
eroon has worked on the case for three 
weeks. All information was withheld 
until today, following the arrest of

The alleged drowning occurred in

Earl, and Alverados are alleged to 
have driven from Huntsville to Gads­ 
den in an automobile and, according 
to detectives when they arrived al 
Guntersville, Albritton waded into the 
Tennessee river and was claimed to 
Have been drowned. His son arid ihe 
Mexican then are reported to have 
claimed Albritton dead and the river 
was fruitlessly searched several days 
for the body.

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American Troops 
Ordered Home

WASHINGTON, March 20—The 
disposition of the allied powers to 
haggle over the American bill for 
$241,000,000 for keeping the Amer­ 
ican troops on the Rhine resulted 
today in President Harding issuing 
an order for the withdrawal of all 
American forces from the German 
Rhineland. 
The troops, Secretary 
of War Weeks said, will be brought 
home as fast as available transport 
vessels can bring them and it is 
expected the last American dough­ 
boy will be out of German territory 
by July 1. There are now approxi­ 
mately 4,000 American officers and 
men In the American sector of the 
Rhineland,

It was stated that the prompt 
action of the government in or­ 
dering the troops home might have 
an effect in speeding up the ad­ 
justment of the American claim 
against the allies.
